Hail MacArthur, 
The Kingmaker! 


If only he had “just faded away!” 

In naming General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur as the keynote speaker for the 
GOP national convention, the arrange- 
ments committee well may have 
knocked into a cocked hat any possi- 
bility the Republicans have for winning 
this year’s election. 

An avowed supporter of Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, observers predict that the gen- 
eral’s hypnotic and thunderous oratory 
will be turned against the idea of elect- 
ing a “military man” president. 

There are plenty of reasons for that 
belief. Senator Taft has said that if he 
is elected he will name General Mac- 
Arthur to an “important” government 
position. Speculation ranges that Taft 
has him in mind as secretary of defense 
of secretary of state. 

Others feel that the convention might 
name him as Taft’s running mate should 
the latter win the nomination. That the 
ambitious general would accept such a 
“draft,” even in the face of his hypo- 
critical aversion to “military men” in 
politics, goes without question. He has 
tried for the presidency in 1944 and 
1948 and his “military mind” is the mind 
of the autocrat. 

Supporters of General Eisenhower 
for the nomination had asked for any 
speaker who was not committed to a 
candidate. The Taft-controlled arrange- 
ments committee has disregarded their 
wishes, just as the Taft-dominated Old 
Guard machines have disregarded the 
Eisenhower movements in state conven- 
tions around the country, particularly 
in the South. 

At any rate, selection of MacArthur 
as keynote speaker is the worst tactical 
mistake the GOP could have made. If 
his booming oratory sounds the death 
knell to Eisenhower’s candidacy at Chi- 
cago, it will create a schism in Repub- 
lican ranks which all the protestations 
of loyalty cannot heal. The progres- 
sives in the party will not turn to Rob- 
ert Taft. 

Another Taft, father of the present 
aspirant to the presidency, used similar 
tactics to turn the Republicans out of 
office in 1912. The senator does not 
have the advantage his father had in 
already holding the office. And his ac- 
tivities today would indicate he will 
never enjoy that advantage. 

The naming of MacArthur as the 
GOP keynoter for the convention might 
well be the outstanding political event 
of 1952—an event which could be the 
determining factor in returning the 
Democrats to power and a continuation 
of progressive government. 

Again Senator Taft and his backers 
have demonstrated their absolute ruth- 
lessness in attempting to win the nomi- 
nation. Naming of a partisan as a key- 
note speaker is undemocratic, autocratic 
and a political trick whose import will 
not be lost on the American people.

Let Negotiations 
Continue in Steel 


President Truman asked Congress 
Tuesday to give him the power to seize 
the steel industry in face of the collapse 
of negotiations looking toward settle- 
ment of the strike which threatens the 
nation’s economy. Congress should take 
a long look before so doing. 


The ideal solution, if such a solution 
is still possible, is continued negotia- 
tions for a fair and just settlement. The 
President terms use of the Taft-Hartley 
Act as unfair to labor and “taking sides 
with the steel industry.” By the same 
token, it seems that seizure and govern- 
ment imposing of the steelworkers’ de- 
mands would be equally “taking sides” 
with the latter. 

By all means, industry and the work- 
ers should continue to negotiate. Neither 
should look to government. for a solu- 
tion. Congress has shown, since the 
Supreme Court decision cleared the air, 
a disposition to go slow on hastily de- 
vised legislative remedies. Seizure will 
assure the flow of steel, perhaps; but it 
will not settle the basic issues involved. 
Government settlement as a partisan 
will only increase the bitterness. 

There is perhaps a need for govern- 
ment to spell out more simply what it 
may do about a deadlocked dispute in a 
public utility or other essential industry 
when avenues for keeping production 
going are exhausted. However, we have 
felt that negotiations should be kept 
open and production sustained through 
use of the Taft-Hartley Act in the hope 
that a settlement could be reached that 
way with the least damage to the na- 
tional economy. Truman’s reluctance 
can be understood, however, if we look 
at the political implications involved. 

There is no doubt that we must have 
steel. Union and management have 
agreed to meet the essential defense re- 


d C 


quirements, although the entire national 
economy will be crippled in a short time 
and millions will be unemployed through 
a prolonged strike. 

Negotiators should forego some of 
the selfish considerations of “all or 
nothing” and demonstrate to the coun- 
try their concern for the national wel- 
fare. We hope they do so before this 
national welfare forces government to 
again take a hand.

And the Entire South 
Owes Them Gratitude 


When the South won freight rate 
equality with the North for the first 
time since the War Between the States, 
the victory was a personal triumph for

As chairman and member of the 
Georgia Public Service Commission,

-gioners and chairman of the Southern 


Governors Conference freight rate sec- 
tion, McDonald relentlessly led the fight 
against freight rate discrimination for 
15 years. 

It would be almost impossible to 
name all the persons who worked to 
achieve this goal and who deserve a 
share of credit for the triumph. 


But a few deserve special mention, 
notably the late Eugene L. Hart of the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau, who did not 
live to see the new uniform classifica- 
tion and uniform scale of class rates 
put into effect. Others in the bureau 
carried on the battle. 

The fight was launched back in 1937 
at the Southern Governors Conference, 
organized in Atlanta under the adminis- 
tration of and with the strong backing 
of then Gov. E. D. Rivers. A unilateral 
fight against freight rate discrimina- 
tion subsequently was waged in the 
courts by Gov. Ellis Arnall. Although 
this court battle had no direct effect 
on the ultimate victory, it did publicize 
the South’s position. Atty. Gen. Eu- 
gene Cook fought this legal campaign 
for years. 

Two Southern railroad men who 
originally opposed the South’s posi- 
tion, finally saw the light and supported 
the Dixie cause. They were J. G. 
Kerr, chairman of the Southern Freight 
Association, and R. E. (Jack) Boyle Jr., 
chairman of the Southern Classification 
Committee of the railroads. 


As a result of their persevering ef- 
forts, the South can now march on 
toward further industrial progress, no 
longer hampered by the shackles of dis- 
crimination. 


William Murphey 
Has Served Us Well 


William Murphey, chairman of. the 
board of the Citizens and Southern Na- 
tional Bank, will retire from active 
service on July 1. It would not be fit- 
ting to pass up this occasion without 
calling attention to the very valuable 
services which this outstanding Geor- 
gian has rendered his state and section 
—services which today are being felt 
in results throughout the Southland. 

His career in banking began 42 years 
ago when he became the confidential 
secretary of the late Mills B. Lane, 
whose guidance and teaching led to 
Murphey’s becoming successively assist- 
ant to the president, vice-president, 
president, and chairman of the board of 
the South’s largest bank.

Potato Shortage 
Due to Repeat? 


WASHINGTON—That No. 1 vegetable of 
America, the potato, has been taking quite a 
beating during the past few years. 

Because I think there is no better food 
than a good baked potato and because I 

came from the greatest 
potato state in the na- 
* tion, I rise in defense of 
the potato. There are 
= S$Ome misunderstandings 
that have seriously un- 
dermined the position of 
the potato on the family 

dinner table. 
Understandably, peo- 
ple are’ asking why we 
now have a potato short- 
: age when they have read 
so much in : the past about potato surpluses. 
They remember that not long ago the gov- 
ernment bought great quantities of potatoes 
and destroyed them in order to prop up the 
market for potatoes under the price-support 
program and that it cost the government a 
great deal of money at taxpayers’ expense.., 

Now, there have been some loose charges 
about potato hoarding and holding them off 
the market in a conspiracy to get higher 
prices. If you think this one through you 
can see that it just doesn’t stand up. Pota- 
toes are too perishable to be hoarded for 
very long. 

There has been a real and genuine po- 
tato shortage—and the: principal responsi- 
bility for it is to be laid at the door of your 
government and the weather. It is true 
that we had potato surpluses that were en- 
couraged by the government with its price- 
support program. But that program ended 
in 1950. 

The government reversed its field almost 
two years ago, changed its tune and started 
urging farmers to cut down on their potato 
planting. The farmers responded to this 
patriotic call, and since fewer potatoes were 
planted in 1951 there were fewer potatoes to 
be harvested in 1952 and taken to the 
market. 

Potato production was reduced even more 
because of bad weather in 1951, resulting in 
poor crops in some areas. Consequently, the 
1951 crop carryover simply was not enough 
to meet the 1952 demands. 


But how about the longer viewpoint? Will 
there be a recurrence of the potato shortage 
next year? This, of course, depends upon 
the amount of potato planting and the 
weather. The Department of Agriculture re- 
ports that present indications are that po- 
tato planting this year will be the smallest in 
8) years. 

The absence of potatoes has caused many 
families to turn to substitutes, such as bread, 
rice and other vegetables. It is a disturbing 
fact that the American people are eating 
fewer potatoes. 

If this trend continues and the decreas- 
ing production and supply goes on, the ulti- 
mate outlook is that the potato will lose its 
place as America’s No. 1 vegetable.

terment of people. When all the time he is 
not concerned with helping others, he is 
merely seeking a substitute for the love he 
missed.

Harriman Loses 


Southern Support 


WASHINGTON—By taking the open posi- 
tion he has on the controversial! civil rights 
issue, Mutual Security Administrator Averell 
Harriman has delivered a body blow to his 
candidacy for the Democratic presidential 


nomination. Whatever chance he may have 
had for landing the party prize has been dis- 
sipated disastrously by his latest declaration 
on the subject. 

In opening his campaign headquarters in 
the District of Columbia last week, Mr. 
Harriman said that, ‘if 
elected president, he 
would ask Congress: to 
end segregation in the 
public schools of Wash- 
ington. That, on top of 
his earlier endorsement 
of the civil rights pro- 
gram, including a com- 
pulsory FEPC law, is 
enough to dam his can- 
didacy irrevocably with 
Southern leaders of «the 
party. It is hardly conceivable that the 
Harriman candidacy could make any head- 
way on that sort of platform, and even if 
he should receive the nomination, under 
some strange turn of political fortune, the 
probabilities are that it would be worthless 
to him. For one thing is ‘certain, a revolt 
of the Southern wing of the party would be 
sure to follow. 

It can be put down as a surety that the 
New York man would not carry a single 
Southern state on a platform of the kind. 
FEPC is controversial enough ag an issue, : 
but when he goes beyond this and commits 
himself to a program for abolishing segre- 
gation in the public schools he raises a red 
flag that brooks no compromise with Derho- 
crats of the South. 

The Harriman position on the whole civil 
rights question is far more extreme than any 
taken by the three leading candidates for the 
Republican nomination. Neither Sen. Rob- 
ert A. Taft of Ohio, Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower or Gov. Earl Warren of California 
have come out for a compulsory FEPC law, 
much less seeking to say how the individual 
states should run their public school systems. 

In the light of his public declarations, 
Harriman’s nomination by the Democrats 
would be the surest way of driving the 
Southern states into the Republican party. 
It wouldn’t be necessary to organize a 
splinter party movement to deny him South- 
ern electoral votes. These would go to the 
Republican ticket beyond doubt. 

The prospects are that two Southern can- 
didates, Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia 
and Sen. Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, will 
control a majority of the delegates and Mr. 
Harriman has made it: from’ either of, & to 
command support from either of. ‘these

The Agriculture department today 
‘estimated the 1952 U. S. wheat 
crop will be the second largest in 
history. 

The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, in its first outlook on 
spring wheat, estimated the crop 
to be 265,859,000 bushels. It said 
the winter wheat crop probably 
will be about 1,060,298,000 bushels. 

Together, the two are only $2,- 
000,000 bushels short of the  all- 
time record established in 1947. 

The estimated winter wheat pro- 
duction would make that crop two 
million bushels larger than the rec- 
ord winter wheat crop crown in 
1947. .

As he goes, Hornsby must have set a big league record for 
managerial dismissals. This is his fourth since he moved in as 
Branch Rickey moved up in the St. Louis Cardinal command on May 
31, 1925. Sam Breadon traded him to the Giants after Hornsby had 
won the 1926 pennant and World Segies. Pa Veeck was next on the list. 


The last two bounces have been reserved for the Browns, who 
replaced him with Jim Bottomley in 1937, and with Marty Marion 
Wednesday. Horse-player Hornsby, who lists his hobby as “‘lobby- 
sitter,”’ can spend the next three seasons chasing the bang-tails 
and sitting in lobbies at the expense of the Browns, who are not 
equipped financially to afford such luxuries as two managers at 
one time. 


Hornsby’s Browns muscled into the season as if they had found a 
new Moses to deliver them from their Missouri wilderness. A certain 
degree of tapering off was anticipated, but the taper led into seventh 
place while Hornsby attracted more attention as Ty Cobb’s antagonist 
than as a manager. 

Only days have passed since his article claiming ‘‘They Still 
Play Baseball, Ty Cobb” appeared in a large magazine. Hornsby 
took out furiously after the Georgia Peach, but the Peach hadn’t 
thrown his Sunday curve yet.

‘Hornsby shouldn’t be wasting his time on an, old fossil like me,” 
Ty said. ‘‘His concern should be getting the maximum of runs out 
of the hits and bases on balls his Browns get in each game.’’ 

If the latter day agents weren’t willing to buy Cobb’s baseball 
theory, they’d at least have to purchase a small interest in his 
foresight. 


In the case of the singular Brown, it was certified that he had 
to go. Ball players don’t store-order their managers, and if Mann 
had had an idea of preserving him for the ever-loving Cracker 
audience, Brown cut out his job for him when, he twice leveled 
on Dixie Walker in one week. 


It was Walker’s own loyalty to the guy that cost the Crackers 
@ better deal for Brown. On May 30, Joe Engel offered the Crackers 
Dick Sinovie and Jim Pearce outright for Brown. 

“T don’t want to trade him,’’ Walker told both Mann and Engel. 
**He'll come around. He’ i start hitting again.’’ That finished off the 
deal. 

Two days later Brown was fined, suspended and canceled out 
as a Cracker for good.

DeVaughn, who 
had been teaching at Tech High 
for two years after graduation 
from Auburn in 1936, did an 
exceptional job as Scarborough’s 
aide. 

Scarborough named DeVaughn 
head coach at Brown with the 
coming of the new school system 
in 1947.

Against Red Intluence 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
ATHENS, June 10—The world’s leaders are realizing women are 
the greatest influence against Communism, a U. S. Department of 
Agriculture worker told members of the 27th annual conference, 
Georgia Home Demonstration Council Tuesday. 


And she added, ‘‘The life of the 
farm women in Georgia and in 
the United States is a dream 
compared to the unskilled status 
of women in other lands.”’ 

The worker, Miss Mena Hogan, 
field agent for the Southern 
states, recently returned from a 
study assignment in Europe and 


South America. 


‘‘There is a belated interest on 
the part of government in home 
economics education abroad,”’ re- 
ported Miss Hogan. ‘‘However, 
in all countries leaders are re- 
alizing women are the greatest 
influence against Communism.”’ 

“The hopeful thing,’”’ she said, 
‘is that changes are coming 
about: machinery is gradually be- 
ing introduced to free women of 
some farm work. There is a 
change in men’s attitudes re- 
garding women’s place in the 
family.” 

She said the great drawback 
to a world parallel in Home Dem- 
onstration work in this country 
and abroad is the lack of home- 
making education facilities in 
foreign schools.

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The Leprechauns of the Georgia Hills 


The. determination of the early Georgians either to exterminate 
the native Indians or to drive them into exile, far from their 
homeland. left little desire to see anything kind or gentle in the 
red man’s way of life. For this reason, few examples of the folk- 
lore of the original Americans are in existence today. One delight- 
ful Cherokee legend tells ‘of a race called Yunwee Chuns Dee 
(Indian, meaning little folk), a spiritlike people so small in stature 
they were never seen by normal children. They were supposed 
to live in subterranean dwellings, under the mountains, near what 
is now Neel’s Gap. They came out at night to romp with their 
friends. the small creatures of the forest, and to play sweet music 
for the Indian children. The youngsters could not hear the music, 
however. unless they were very, very quiet after going to bed! 
After driving the Indians out, the settlers promptly gave the 
location the fairylike name of Blood and Slaughter Gap.
